Saturpay, thou venerable Sabbath of the primeval world, with 
how many splendid, important, and affecting recollections dost thou re- 
turn to every contemplative and devout mind? On thee, first, the 
beneficent Creator surveyed his works complete in all their splendid 
garniture, and furnished with the parent stock of all the world’s various 
inhabitants. With divine sensations of joy and delight, he saw, and 
with parental love, declared them “ coop.” 


‘* Here finish’d he; and all that he had made 
“* Viewed and bebeld; all was entirely good.’’ 


On this day, did the Almighty Maker, cease from his creative la- 
bours, and did enter into his rest. In memorial of this retirement, he 
imposed the name of rest, or SanBaTH, on the day. He consecrated 
allthe hours of every weekly return of it, as a solemn festival, on 
which every thing that lives on earth, should, in commemoration of 
it, rest from toil and labour: Aud in which, Man, their sovereigu lord, 
might enjoy it as a holy rest with God. To add to its dignity, he 
bestowed upon it a peculiar blessing, by which it sanctifies and en- 
riches all who shall observe and sanctify it. On this day, for the first 
time, all his works, animate and inanimate, vocal and mute, stood up, 
and raised a universal hymn of praise to their creator God. Benevo- 
lentinstitution !——-Paternal condescension !—Enlivening prospects !— 
Enobling exercises! by which, in the intimate enjoyment of God, so 
frequently at stated seasons, the capacity of the human soul shall be 
expanded, and enjoyment heightened and increased! 


Let us contemplate with pious and minute attention, the original 
state and privileges of our nature, till divine gratitude glow in our 
bosoms, before the scene pass away from our view and leave only 
wrecks behind. Let us turn our eye on the Father of our race, whose 
blood furnished the first drop of the purple tide that feeds the fountain 
of our life. With admiration and love, let us regard that fair Mother, 
to whose parental throes we are indebted for birth and being. With 
what majesty and grace compared with all that tread on earth did 


they appear!

This noble and interesting pair are surrounded by all the tenants o:

and readily wait to receive their name and destination, and to exe- 
cute with pleasure their just commands. 


The scene is beautiful and sublime. Alas! too like the scenes of 
innocent and early life, which flee or vanish from our grasp, before we 
know that they are fully in our possession! God raised his favourite 
man, and crowned him with dignity and glory. The crown was 
scarcely set upon his head, till in an evil hour he was tempted to des- 
pise and cast it to destruction. . May the memory of the deed, this 
day awaken our slumbers, and deliver us from our insensibility to a 
crime, in whose guilt and consequences we have all so important an 
interest! _ | 

Can we deny what most suppose and many affirm, that before the 
day of rest had elapsed, man violated and profaned it? . Perhaps be- 
fore the cool of the day, the season appointed by God for descending 

with sensible emblenis of his more immediate presence, to visit, to 
converse with man and bless him—* the taste of that forbidden fruit 
had brought death into the world and all our woe!” This daring deed, 
urged by hell, had converted man intoa monster—the sovereign toa 
slave. Itbrought the accents of the God of love to his ears like hor- 
rid peals of thunder. It compelled the lord of this lower world, with 
the dread of a criminal, to seek concealment and shelter in the gloomy 
thickets of his own domains, 

Attend to that bursting sigh, from that agitated bosom, that reveals 
a wounded conscience or a bleeding broken heart: Mark those cor- 
roding anticipations that embitter life: View that anxious brow, that 
starting and trickling tear,—they are all the fearful effects of this sin 
which broke the rest of the first seventhday. Oh, Adam! what hast 
thoudone? By this one offence thou hast murdered thyself and all 
thine unborn progeny; nay, “ the whole creation groaneth and tra- 
“ yaileth in pain together till” this evening hour. 

This Sabbath crime (as all Sabbath sins must,) bas given birth to 
unnumbered Sabbaths of darkness, distress and despair. It dug the 
grave, in which the ancient Sabbath itself, has been now entombed 
for nearly two thousand years. 


The Sabbath that Adam presumptuously violated, caused another 
Saturday to rise and witness a more awful, a more astonishing, a more 
frightful scene, than earth ever hitherto had seen. It rose on the 
grave ofthe Son of God. It beheld the Lord of life under the chains

of death, and in the prison of the grave. God gave his own Son to 
atone (r,the first transgression with all its numerous and odious off- 
spring. Christ assumed human nature, and came to ransom and res- 
cue prisoners of death, whose brother he had now become. 
ated men, instigated by the same crooked serpent that seduced your 
sire, you have in return for his geberous undertaking, wilh wicked 
hearts and voices, procured the crucifixion ofthe Lord of glory ! 

On this day of the week the angels of glory beheld the object of 
their adoration and the subject of their song, after indignities, insults 
and sufferings, such as malefactors suffer, at last expire on a bloody 
cross as hostile to God and man. They now beheld him lie, amidst 
the tears of his friends and the triumphs of his enemies, a mangled 
and lifeless corpse in. the house of corruption. “ Seen of angels,” 
what must angels have felt? Shall a believer in Jesus spend this 
evening in dissipation and levity, which was spent in tears, approach- 
ing to despair, by his disciples and pious mother; when he whom they 
foved, abhorred by men, and apparently forsaken by God, lay cold 
in death. That sword, that pierced his mother’s heart, while the sol- 
dier’s spear entered the side of her Son and Saviour, remained all this 
day unex tracted, till with pain and grief her holy sou! was ready to 
faint and sink into the grave. A guard, a stone, a seal was set, to 
keep friend and foe at'a distance. The holy rest of this day, whieh 
they religiously observed, kept his mother and her friends from visiting 
the spot, “ where the Lord lay :"—For “ they rested on the Sabbath 
day according te the commandment.” 

This dismal Sabbath, was the last legitimate Sabbath, that ever 
shone on earth. While the Saviour lay in the bosom of the earth, 
for its transgression, the violated Sabbath had ascended the bed of 
death. A glorious successor, with the dawn of the morning, was to 
be ushered into the world. It was to change its name in commemora- 
tion of the new creation accomplished by Jesus. It is called the 
Lorp’s Day.. O, Christian! observe it, spiritually, as your Sabbath— 
the glory of all days! It comes with new, with nobler blessings. 

Rouse then at the voice of your Visitant. ‘The new Sabbath, in its 
weekly course, is preparing, to visit you with its rays. Christ is risen. 
He is not, as once, in the grave on this seventhday. He has ascend- 
ed most gloriously. ‘“ Come see the place where your Lord lay.” 
Prepare, and go to your church, your Mount Zion. It is held in no 
more estimation than the mountain in Galilee, where Christ appoint- 
ed to meet with his disciples, after his resurrection. But go ye, re- 
lying on his promise, who said: “ Lo, I am always with you to the 
end of the world—AmeEn.”

CIRCULAR. 


Pererssurca, July, 1815. 


Sir,—A few days ago, the town of Petersburgh was prosperous and 
flourishing—commerce crowded its wharves—a busy population 
tbronged its streets—and new buildings, daily erected, announced its 
encreasing wealth and importance. 

In one awlul night, the whole scene was changed; a fire, the most 
fierce and desolating which has ever afflicted a town in Virginia, has 
involved the larger portion of our citizens in distress, and reduced 
many among them to beggary. 

Of those who escaped the conflagration, many have received the 
sufferers under their roofs; have furnished raiment to the naked and 
food to the hungry ; «nd have, as far as they have been able, soothed 
the wailings of affliction, and hushed the lamentations of despair.— 
We have also set on foot, among those who did noteuffer from the 
calamity, a subscription for voluntary contributious in money. ‘l'o 
have exacted such contributions from those who had lost a great part 
of their own property, would have been cruel and unfeeling. 

I'he money raised hy these means may alleviate distress for the 
moment; but our poor must be provided for during the ensuing au- 
tumn and wihter, and our limited means are iusufficient for the pur- 
pose. 

I'he subscribers, therefore, in the name and on the behalf of their 
fellow-townsmen, apply to you; soliciting that you will adopt such 
measures as may appear expedient, to obtain moderate additional 
contributions from your fellow citizens. ‘ihe contributors will find 
their reward in the approbation of their own feelings, the gratitude of 
the sufferers, the orphan’s blessing and the widow’s prayers.

PROCEEDINGS ar STILLWATER. 


At a meeting of a number of the inhabitants of the town of Still- 
water, July 29th, 1815, for the purpose of taking into consideration 
the expediency of endeavouring to procure the organization of a Bible 
Socicty for the county of Saratoga, the Rev. Dirck C. Lansing was 
chosen Chairman, and Wm. Seymour, Secretary. 

Deeply impressed with the value and importance of the word of 
God, in the interesting doctrine which it inculcates, and the salutary 
tendency of these doctrines, as they affect our social and civil rela- 
tions, as well as those that have respect to our future destination, and 
convinced that many of our fellow-citizens are destitute of this sacred 
Book :— 

Therefore, resolved, that we consider it a subject of the first mo- 
ment to the good of society and the happiness of immortal souls, 
that an Association, as extensive as possible, should be formed for the 
gratuitous distribution of the Bisue, to those whe are destitute, and 
with a view to render such an institution more extensively useful. 

Resolved, that the Rev. Dirck C. Lansing, John ‘“hompson, Tho- 
mas Morey, Rens. Schuyler, Henry Metcalf, Wiltiam Patrick, Jun. 
George Palmer and James Grassie, be a committee to draft an ad- 
dress to the citizens of the county of Saratoga, inviting them to meet 
at such a time and place as the committee shall deem proper, to or- 
ganize a Bible Society.

ADDRESS. 
TO THE INHABITANTS OF THE COUNTY OF SARATOGA. 
Fellow-Cilizens— 


The God of our fathers has distinguished us from multitudes of the 
human family, in the bestowment of peculiar blessings, of a social, ci- 
viland religious nature. Every gift of his hand demands our grateful 
acknowledgment, but if there be any that lays a claim to a special 
gratitude, it is the gift of the Bible. For the discovery of his will in 
his written word, we can never express an adequate praise. The 
faith which it propounds and the precepts which it. inculcates, 
contemplate at once, in the blessed effects they are calculated to pro- 
duce, the glory of God and the happiness of man. It is this Holy 
Book’ of God, in its divine instructions, that dissipates, like a heavens 
ly light, the clouds of ignorance, and holds up to the view of the 
trembling captive to sin and Satan, the animating hope of deliver- 
ance from thraldom, and an eternal and spiritual emancipation.

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Jent exercises, to that infinite being who is the supreme good and hap- 
nines of the intelligent creation. It is this blessed Book, in the di- 
vine operation of its doctrines and precepts, that enlightens the under- 
standing, subdues the will, purifies the affections, and elevates the 
thoughts to God. It provides a remedy for every affliction in life, 
and withdraws not its supporting influence even in death. It irradi- 
ates the dark and narrow house with beams of heavenly light, and in- 
scribes on the dust and ruins of the tomb, Immortality and Life. Ot 
this Holy Book, many of our fellow-creatures in this county are des- 
titute, either because they want the means to procure it, or have no 
disposition to expend their means for such an ohject. Let the rea- 
sons for their destitute situation be what they may, let them not live 
and die in a christian land, without the word of God in their houses. 
Let us esteem it our privilege, to light up the smile of hope on the wan 
cheek of some aged matron in a humble cottage, by presenting her 
with a Bible, that as she is declining to the grave, she may instruct 
_ her household out of this Holy Book, and thus through the divine 
biessing, another branch may be added to the vine, that shall yield 
abundant fruit to the glory of God. Should the gratuitous distribu- 
tion of the Bible in this county, be attended with but one such salu- 
Ds | effect, our labour and charity would be rewarded a thousand 
ld. 

We do, therefore, earnestly solicit the attention-of our fellow-citi- 
zens in all parts of the county, to an object so peculiarly characteristic 
of the benevolent spirit of the gospel, as the formation of a society for 
the gratuitous distribution of the Bible to those who are destitute of 
this sacred treasurer. ‘That this object may be accomplished with- 
out delay, we invite the inhabitants of the county to meet at the 
Court-House, in Ballston, on Thursday the 24th of August, inst. at 2 
o'clock in the afternoon. 


We would humbly hope, and do expect, that ministers and christian 
people of every religious denomination will combine their efforts in a 
work so intimately connected with the honour of the great head of 
tbe Church, and the happiness of our fellow-men, a work, the import- 
ance and utility of which, eternity alone can develope.

THE FIRST ANNUAL REPORT, 
OF THE DIRECTORS 


OF THE NEWARK BIBLE SOCIETY, SUBMITTED AT THE 
ANNIVERSARY MEETING ; 
Held in the Second Presbyterian Church, on the 2d July, 1815. 





Ow the occasion of the first anniversary of the Newark Bible Society, 
the Board of Directors, in compliance with their duty, submit a re- - 
port of their proceedings during the past year. The Society will re- 
member, that two quarterly report. have already been presented ; 
notwithstanding, it is hoped, they will readily perceive the propriety 
of repeating, in an annual report, some facts and circumstances which 
have alreatly been detailed in those communications. 

Our Society, humble in rank among the numerous splendid institu- 
tions established for the gratuitous dissemination of the Holy Seccip- 
tures, which adorn our country, as well as the whole Christian world ; 
and the Board having been limited by the want of means in the 
sphere of their operations, have no very flattering representation of 
usefulness to exhibit at this time. They have, however, the heart- 
cheering reflection of having exerted as far as their means would per- 
mit, all diligence in the prosecution of the high and honourable trust 
committed to their charge, and that every opportunity of relieving the 
wants of the destitute has been promptly and cheerfully embraced. 

It should also be remembered, that our ijustitution was commenced, 
under many unfavourable auspices. ‘he war was then desolating 
our land, diffusing far and wide calamity and dismay, breaking in 
with its baleful influence upon the ordinary pursuits of industry, and 
consuming io its destructive course the means and the very substance 
of charity. From this cause, in connection with others, it is believed, 
that our operations have been impeded, and our resources have been 
limited to so feeble an exhibit as the report of the treasurer unfolds. 

By this report, it will be seen, that our receipts during the past 
year, amounted to only 184 dollars and 9 cents; and our expenditures 
to $ 197 85—leaving a deficiency of $ 13 76. 

The Board hope and trust, that the Society will be satisfied, that 
their muvificence has been disposed of to the best advantage, in fur- 
therance of the interest of the Redeemer’s cause and kingdom: ac- 
knowledging at the same time, that much, very much more could 
have been done, had the hand of charity strengthened their means. 

The first appropriation afforded by the institution, was at a quarter- 
ly meeting, Gonvened on the evening of September 29, 1814; when 
50 Bibles were voted to be distributed by Mr. Scribner, then on his 
way to New- Albany, a new settlement in the Indiana Territory. 

A short time subsequently, at a special meeting of the Board, fifty 
more were voted in charge of the same gentleman, for distribution 
among the poor and destitute in those benighted regions of our coun- 
try. The first half only of these appropriations reached the place of 
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destina : fi tter donation, from some cause unknown to your 
Board, san oie from the stereotype press at Philadelphia, where 
they were purchased and put up tor that purpose. i 

- From Mr. Scribuer no direct account concerning the Bibles ha- 
been received; but a very inieresting letter was addressed to the Se- 
cretary (rom a distinguished Missionary, who recently passed throug), 
our town; a brother, whose pious zeal and persevering industry in 
the high cause of our common Master, entitle his statements to the 
most serious consideration of every Christian ; who explored the 
south western region of the United States, and visited the principai 
towns and settlementson the waters of the Ohio and Mississippi; his 
long journey commenced in July, 181 4—and having accomplished an 
important and interesting tour amid the lone and dreary wilds of that 
desolate and extensive frontier, he is recently returned, bringing with 
him tidings of distress, as his letter, and other evidence which follows 
will melancholly manifest. 


The letter is subjoined :— 
‘ Newark, June 14, 1815. 


“ Dear Sie, 
“ In compliance with your earnest request, I snatch a few mo- 


ments, to state to you some interesting particulars respecting a distri- 
bution of a donation of Bibles, from your Society, tothe Indiana ‘Ter- 
ritory. I was happy in being at New-Albany, while Mr. Scribner 
was distributng them. ‘l'his gentleman not only paid the transport- 
ation of the Bibles, but he was very faithful in his attention to the dis- 
tribution of them. 

* It does not, indeed, in that country, require any exertion to cir- 
culate the Scriptures. At New-Albany, as soon as it was known 
that the Bibles were on hand, applications became numerous for 
them—even much more numerous than could be supplied. Mr. 8. 
thought it necessary to make a distinction between families and indi- 
viduals confessedly living without the Scriptures, and to give the few 
copies with which he was supplied, to those who would make the 
best use of them. ‘There was indeed a suspicion resting in the minds 
of some ignorant persons respecting the purity of the motives of your 
Society. Many in the western country have very little conception 
of disinterested benevolence. Some came and seriously proposed to 
take one of your Bibles, and compare it with others, and see if it was 
the same. But Bible Societies shrink not from inv estigation—stand- 
ing on the broad and elevated ground of: our common faith in the 
word of God, they look down with partiality on the various sects and 
denominations that divide the Christian church. They invite the 
co-operation, and support, and prayers of all, They extend the hand 
ofcharity toall. They utterly disclaim. political or sectarian views. 
They fear not, therefore, the strictest scrutiny. 

«“ ] am confident, my dear sir, that the Bibles you have sent into the 
western country could not have been better disposed of. It is asto- 
vishing with what eagerness they were enquired after. lsaw two 
young men, who came on the Sabbath, an excessively urcomfort 
able day, a distance of twenty miles to procure Bibles. They 
received them, and placed them in their bosoms. They were in- 
duced to tarry and hear a sermon; and then went home in the night. 
In a few days the Bibles were all gone, and Mr. Seribner sail, he 
could distribu'e 100 more immediately.—New- Albany is an excellent 
place for the distribution of the Scriptures. It is the great thorough- 
fare for emigrants going out upon that frontier. There ought, therefore, 
to be a constant deposit of Bibles at that place. And I should earnesi- 
ly beg your Society, to send on another supply immediately, if the 
Philadelphia Bible Society had not already done it. That very ac- 
tive and benevolent institulion has forwarded 100 bibles and 200 tes- 
taments to the Indiana, the Illinois, and the Missouri Territories, re- 
spectively. While the Female Society, in that city, emulating its 
elder brother, has sent 100 bibles to New-Orleans. The Bible So- 
ciety of New-York has been requested to make a donation to the Mis- 
sissippi Territory, and it is presumed, it will gladly comply. Thus 
the streams of Christian charity are at length beginning to flow into 
that dry and thirsty land, where no water is. . 

«“ Permit me, dear sir, through you, to request of your Society, a 
donation of bibles for the eastern parts of the Illinois Territory. This 
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is, perhaps, as destitute a region as any within the United States.— 
On the Wabash-river, | saw a man whose locks were now gray, Who 
told me, with tears, that he had been endeavouring all his life to ob-' 
tain a Bible, without success.. A more minute account of this country 
you will find in the Panoplist for May. A box of bibles, destined for 
distribution there, should be directed to Mr. Joseph M. Street, Sha- 
waneetown, Hlinois ‘Territory, who has kindly promised to do all in 
his power to promote the views of the Bible Societies. The box 
should be forwarded to Pittsburgh, ina baggage waggon, consigned 
to the care of some friend there, who will see it put on board a boat 
descending the river. Mr. Mills and myself sent 50 bibles to Sha- 
waneetown: We were there a short time after they arrived, and 
learnt, that there were already more applicants for them than could 
be supplied. 
“ Accept, dear sir, with this hasty communication, 
*“ The best. wishes and respects of your friend, 
“DANIEL SMITH. 
“ Mr. Wu. Warp.” 

Beside the information contained in this communication, many 
other powerful and moving instances were related by this Missionary 
—from the pulpit, and in social conversation, which were awfully 
convincing to every feeling, every Christian mind, that this section 
of our country is overspread with gross darkness, and greatly needs 
the light of the Gospel. 

In the state of Ohio alone, Mr. Smith observed, that there are at 
least 10,000 families without the bible, and among the adjacent-Ter- 
ritories, 12,000 equally destitute. 

Truly, “ a great horror of darkness” pervades this rising and inter- 
esting frontier. Shall not Bible Societies and Christian communities 
be quickened in the cause, and be earnest to accompany with the 
WORD OF LIFE, the Missionaries who are already gone, and who ate 
now preparing to go to “ that dryand thirsty land where no water is ?” 
In addition to the facts stated by Mr. Smith concerning the deplora- 
ble state of that frontier, a few extracts will here be introduced from 
a Report of the Louisiana Bible Society, exhibited in the month of 
April last. This Report informs us, that “ since the establishment of 
that institution, March, 1813, they had distributed 280 English bi- 
bles,” leaving, in the words of the Report, “ the Society without a 
single Bible in English, at a time too in which numerous: applications 
are making for them.” And of the French New Testament they had 
distributed 2,000, solely among the inhabiiants of New-Orleans and 
its environs. The want of the Bible in Louisiana, they state to be 
great, and that it will take a considerable number to supply inan ade- 
quate degree, the families which are destitute of the word of God. 

* The inhabitants of Florida,” it informs us, “‘ who are principally 
Americans, are generally without the Scriptures; and so are the other 
Americans, for the most part, throughout the state of Louisiana. It has 
been supposed, and it is believed with the strictest correctness, that 
before the transmission of a few French Bibles to New-Orleans by 
the British and Foreign Bible Society in the year 1813, there were 
not fen bibles among the French inhabitants of Louisiana. 

“ As there were not,” continues the Report,” a sufficiency of Bi- 
bles to supply even the sick in hospitals, who were anxious to fe- 
ceive them, it was not uncommon to see one reading aloud to seve- 
ral around ; and at other times, two or three lying on the floor toge- 
ther, would be attempting to read in the same book at the same 
time. 

These facts furnish a picture, and we fear, but a very imperfect 
one, of the miserable and destitute situation of this extensive district 
of our vountry. The awful destitution among them of the blessed 
gospel of hope, of comfort and salvation, at this day existing, almost 
staggers the belief of Christians, and surpasses the ordinary range of 
every imagination. 

Shall not we whose happy lot is cast inaclime most favoured and 
felicitous ; where the light and the truth are abundantly shed abroad : 
and in which, by the Divine blessing, we have enough and to spare 
of worldly goods; impart a portion of these perishable vanities, for 
the exalted object of diffusing the Boox or Lire among the poor and 
destitute every where! Shall we for a moment deliberate upon 
sending this precious book, especially to our benighted brethren upon 
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the waters of the Obio and Mississippi? Shall we hesitate to exert 
ery energy, in disseminating that word, which proclaims to the ig- 
Sah Gen sections and the secure— Awake thou that s , arise 
JSrom the dead, and Christ shall give thee light ? : 
~ Imregard to our own town and its vicinity, it is pleasing to Report, 
that very few families or individuals have been discovered destitute of 
the Scriptures; twenty-five Bibles, are all that we have toand occasion 
to distribute during the past year: Of these,eleven were disposed of 
among the soldiers at Sandy-Hook, by a Committee appointed by 
your board in November last, to visit the-military posts at New-York 
and its neighbourhood, with a view to ascertain and supply any want 
of the Bible among that class of our fellow-creatures. 

in compliance with a call from the Virgivia Bible Society, to aid 
them in the establishment of a German Bible Society; or, in the 
event of that attempt failing, to assist them in the publication of a 
German Testament—your Board voted an appropriation of Fifty 
Dollars to that institution, toward the accomplishment of these very 
laudable designs. . ; 

T'o this proffer of assistance an answer was received which occa- 
sioned the deepest regret. The Corresponding Secretary of that in- 
stitation writes, relating to this matter, as follows :—* 1 have to inform 
you, that my plans for establishing a German Bible Society, and for 
printing a German ‘l'estament have been both defeated. It was only 
until very lately, that I was satisfied, that the attempt in-either case, 
cannot be executed. I regret that it is so, for there are many io the 
western parts of our State, who are in great want of the Scriptures in 








that language.”—Notwithstanding this diseppointment, it is anxious- { 


ly hoped, that our brethren in that quarter will not fold their arms in 
discouragement, but that resting upon the blessing and the help of Di- 
vine Providence, aud encouraged by the prayers and assistance of 
Goid’s people, they will yet prosecute their labour of love, and exert 
a renewed and persevering zea] in these benevolent intentions. They 
may rest aseured of all the assistance which it may be in the power of 
this institution to afford them, and doubtless of the aid of every sister 
Society whose help may be requisite. The poor Germans in that 
quarter, are represented to be in a destitute and perishing state ; doth 
itnot then become our solemn, our bounden duty, to render them al! 
thatrelief which the means that Providence hath placed in our pow- | 
er will enable ue to furnish ? 

After the above appropriation, and while the Board were in sus- 
pense concerning its acceptance, another occasion of considerable and 
immediate importance presented ifself to their consideration ;—that 
of aiding the New-York Bible Society in completing their arduous 
and distinguished work of printing the Bible in the French language. 
Impressed with a deep sense of the high importance of this undertak- 
ing, more especially as the publication was designed principally for 
distribution among the destitute French, in that district of country, 
whose sad situation has above been represented ;—and while indeed, 
ina state of uncertainty concerning the acceptance by the Virginia 
Society, of their proffer of aid, the Board ventured ta anticipate their 
funds, and to appropriate to the New-York Bible Society, One Hun- 
dred Dollars. 

But by way of relief to the pious heart from the gloomy picture a- 
hove displayed, it is pleasing to turn the attention of Christians to 
the wonderfal works which God is accomplishing for his Zion, every 
where, and. particularly amid this nation and land; and may the ex- 

hilirating facts provoke an additional energy every where to reap 
that harvest which we are assured is great, and in which field the la- 


bourers are few. 

In the year 1808, only seven years since, the first Bible Society 
was formed in the United States. The first institution of this nature 
was the Bible Society of Philadelphia, orgenized December 12, of 
that year. Since that memorable and momentous era to the church 
of Christ, upwards of seventy-eight Bible Societies have been reared, 
and are now-flourishing in our country. And the rapidity with 
which they have spread is very remarkable: ‘There is scarcely a 90- 
litary State or Territory within cur borders, where a Bible Society 
does not exist. As far as the Board have been able to ascertain, 





there are in New-Hampshire } ; Massachusetts 7; Rhode-Island 1; 


Connecticut 2; Vermont 2; New-York 16; New-Jersey 4; Pen 
sylvania 9; Delaware 1; as oe 3; District of Columbia 1; Vir 
ginia 11; North-Carolina 1; South-Carolina 2; Georgia! ; Ohio 5; 
Kentucky 1; Tennessee 1; Mississippi Territory 1; and State of 
Louisiana]. — ; 
Among these area very respectable proportion of Female Socie- 
ties; a circumstance which cannot fail to excite the most pleasing 
reflections, while it raises the sex to a very exalted and interesting 
station in the ‘Christian world, and which will shed a lustre around 
their character which time alone can obliterate. May they persevere 


in their praise-worthy labours, and may many more be induced to: 


imitate so splendid an exampte, and enjoy that reward whieh is pro- 
mised to the followers of the Redeemer, both in this life and that 
which is to come. 


How admirable and wonderful is the following account of the dis- 
tribution of the Scriptures during the ten years of ihe existence oi ihe 
British and Foreign Bible Society, and how grateful and animating 
to every benevolent mind? The amount of bibles and testaments is- 
sued by that Society, only from the commencement of the year 1813, 
to March, 1814, was as tollows :—Of bibles 167,329—Ot Testaments, 
185,249, and the total disseminated from the commencement of the 
institution to that period was, bibles, 390,223-—Testaments 595,002. 
In all 985,325 copies, exclusive of about 41,525, circulated at the 
charge of the Society from depositories abroad :—making a grand to- 
tal of onc million, twenty-six thousand, eight hundred and fifly copies. 


The Board have to acknowledge with gratitude a donation by the 
Committee of Publication, of 525 copies ofa Sermon delivered by the 
Rev. Mr. Whelpley, io September, 1813. 


It cannot have escaped the observation of the Society, nor of the 
community, that a Sunnay Scnroon, for the education of poor chil- 
dren, acid for the religious instruction of the youth generally, was re- 
cently established in this place ; and as far as the institution has been 
tested by experience, it bids fair to become an highly important, and 
an highly interesting seminary towards the interests of those little 
ones, who are shortly, and very shortly to take the places of their 
parents. When the worthless clay which now composes our frail ta- 
bernacles shall be mingled with its kindred earth, who can tell but 
that then the instruction now given to these youth, may not be bless- 


| ed as'a mean of maintaining the-cause of virtue and of religion in this 


highly favoured place. And when these children shall have become 
ancestors, may we not rationally hope, that the lessons now impress- 
ed upon their youthful minds, will eventuate, under the Divine bless- 
ing, in rendering them, if not, indeed Chri8tians, at least better mem- 
bers of society, than they are’otherwise likely to become. ) 


The school now consists of upwards of 300 scholars, the greater 
part of whom evince a lively desire, accompanied with a persevering 
diligence to learn the Catechism, and to commit to memory Hymns, 
and passages of Moly Writ. ‘T’o encourage them in these interest- 
ing and essential pursuits, the managers bestow upon all such as are 
diligent and attentive, prize tickets, apportioned to their several ac- 
quirements; and whenever they shall produce a certain number of 
these rewards, the managers have promised to give in exchange, a 
testament or bible. To redeem these pledges, they have no means 
provided, and the Bible Society have only 50 bibles, and not a single 
testament on hand. As this school promises to be an institution of 
much utility to the rising generation, the Board would make an ap- 
peal to a benevolent public for assistance in furnishing the supply 
which the managers may require. 


It may be timely and useful to observe, for the information of the 
public, that in one of the amendments to the Constitution, not long 
since adopted, the clause of limitation to a certain age, in the qualifi- 
cation for membership, is entirely rescinded; so that the institution 
is now open to every one. And from this general invitation, the 
Board cannot but entertain lively and animating anticipations of a 
respectable acquisition of members, and of consequence, a valuable in- 
crease of funds. The Board have much reason to believe, that the 
distinction of age in their original Constitution, connected with the 
severe and exteusive pressure of the times, has operated in a material 
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degree, against the accumulation of means, and of course, the exten- 
sion of the benefits of the institution, ' 

But on this anniversary, what abundant cause have we for thanks- 
giving and praise to the Most High Ruler and Disposer of events, 
that he hath opened to us brighter prospects——that in his infinite mer- 
ey and goodness, he hath caused the sword of war to return into its 
scabbard, and restored the blessings of peace to our suffering and 
bleeding land. Once more the usetul citizen resumes his productive 
occupation, and the cheering sounds of industry «re again heard in our 
streets ;-—once more the eye is gladdened with the delightful view of 
busy agriculture in our fields. 

‘May we not hope, under the smiles of Heaven, in this great and 
general reflux of prosperity, that our infant institution will not be suf- 
fered to pine away and die for want of sustenance ; but on the con- 
trary, that the hand of Charity will be cheerfully and liberally open- 
ed to our aid, and that many a benevolent heart which had been chill- 
ed by the freezing storms of war, will now be reanimated and expand 
in the cause of our God and Redeemer—and that many a soul hereto- 
fore untouched and unwarmed in the noble cause, will now beat high 
with the holy desire of spreading the light of the Gospel in the dark 
regions of the Heathen world, aad of relieving the wants of the desti- 
tute poor in our owa land.—T hat these hopes may be realized, is the 
prayer, and will be the constant enideavour of your Board of Di- 


rectors.

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REVIVAL OF RELIGION IN CORNWALL, 


Rutract of a letter from a Methodist Preacher, in Cornwall, ( Eng.) to 
Mr. Hill, Chester. 


“ Truro, Marcu 25, 1814. 


“It appears you have heard of the great things the Lord is doing 
for us in Cornwall; but if you were here. you would say as «id the 
Queen of Sheba to Solomon, “ «bold the half was not told me !°— 
All glory to the Lamb! Last year there were many hundreds of 
souls converted to,God in the Penzance, Helstone, and ‘f'ruro cir- 
cuits; but the present revival at Redruth, &c. is such an one as never 
was known by preachers or people. It began in the Poor-house, 
then in many houses in the town; and continued to spread from house 
& to house, till almost every habitation became a house of prayer. ‘The 
people crowded to the chapel,.as though they thought the chapel 
would save them; and there they continued for a whole week! The 
doors were not closed either night or day. 

“ God, whose prerogative only it is to save, generally employs 
means to effect this great work; but he has given us many proofs 
that He can werk without any outward means. Many have been 
convinced, while at work in the mines, some even in the fields, others 
when travelling on the road, and numbers while in their own houses. 
The great work has-not-been confined to Redruth, but has spread al- 
most over the whole of the west of Cornwall. In our circuit, about 
five hundred souls, we trust, have been converted to God. “ O Jesus 
ude on till all are subdued.” This amazing work is like a mighty show- 
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er, bearing down all beforeit. At Redruth, near six hundred have 
been brought to God, and the ‘glorious work is still going on. The 
church-minister takes an active part in it, speaks of it from the pulpit 
as the work of God, and. by so doing, gets his church as full as it ean 
hold. ‘They expect the whole town will be converted: for this they 
pray; and may the Lord answer their request ! : 

*f cannot tell you the names of the places where God is pouring 
ont his Spirit, but in our circuit the work is rapidly going on, viz. at 
G wenap, Rirley, Chasewater, Sparnock, Parnwell, Vagree, and Pen- 
ryn; also, at Tucking Mill, Camborn, Falmouth, &c. in the Redruth 
circuit ; and at Copper- House, St. Earth, Goldsithney, and Marazion, 
in the Helstone circuit, besides six or eight places more, so extensive 
is the revival; but in fact, you can form no adequate idea of it. 

** When under the preaching of the word, the Lord has been pleas- 
ed to alarm the consciences of sinners, I have heard their cries for 
mercy at a very great distance indeed. And during this mighty oper- 
ation of the Holy Spirit, you might have heard at the same time, 
some who had slighted offered merey, and grievously sinned against 
God, mourning aloud for the very disquietude of their souls.—Others, 
much younger, saying) “ O Lerd, I am a sinner—a great sinner—not 
worthy of thy notice !—O what shall Ido? Lord have mercy upon me, 
&c.” And many who had found peace, rejoicing in God their Savi- 
our. Numbers who, like Jacob, thus wrestled with God for salva- 
lion, continued on their knees tor tventy-four hours. ‘Those who came 
to laugh at the poor creatures, became serious themselves, and usu- 
ally fell down as dead;.in a little while erying aloud for merey, and 
then like Saul, when he got among the Prophets, they also prophesi- 
ed, and spake of the sinner’s’ Friend.—Surely this is the Lord’s do- 
ing, and it is marvellous in our eyes !” 

“P.S. It is believed, that upwards of 2000, in the space of ten 
days, have been truly converted. Among whom are lawyers, respeet- 
able tradesmen, &c. children of eight years of age, and men as old as 
eighty.” 





Extract of a letter addressed to Mr. Bradburn, Liverpool. ( Eng.) by. 
Mr. Henshaw, Plymouth Dock. 


“ On Sunday afternoon, February 20th, at Redruth, the Lord be- 
gan to pour out his Spirit upon the people, and the worship continued 
for nine successive days and nights, with only four hours intermission. 
Hundreds were crying for mercy at once! Some remained in great 
«listress of soul for one hour, some for two, three, six, nine, twelve, or 
fifteen hours, before the Lord spoke peace to their souls; then they 
would rise, extend their arms, and proclaim the wonderful works of 
God with such energy, that by-standers would be struck in a mo- 
ment, and fall to the ground, and roar for the disquietude of their 
souls. 

* On Sunday evening, February 27th, Mr. Truseott took down the 
names of five hundred persons who all profess to experience a sense of 
pardoning love in the course of that week. From Redruth the work 
spread, and the spirit of conviction ran like fire amidst stubble to the 
neighbouring towns, so that by the 2nd of March, a preacher writes, 
that more than two thousand persons had been eonverted to God.—— 
This work is not confined to the chapels, hundreds are converted in 
private houses, in the tin-mines, and at their work in the fields: nei+ 
ther is it limited to the vulgar; no, men of rank, fortune and fashion, 
are also the subjects of it. Lawyers, Apothecaries, and reputable 
tradesmen have united with the Tinners in imploring mercy from 
God, and have obtained it. For some days, at Redruth, all business 
was at a stand, while the chapel was crowded day and night. Preach- 
ers, Leaders, &c. being soon exhausted, the young converts instantly 
became exhorters, preachers, comforters, and performed those offices 
in a manner truly wonderful. 

“ During these days of glory, it was impossible to preach in some 
chapels: the groans of the distressed, burdened with the wrath of 
God, and the triumphant shouts of victorious believers, rending the 
air. At other times, all were so overwhelmed with sacred awe, that 
a death-like stilluess reigned. May the whole earth be filled with the 
glory of the Lord !” ;
